TOO-MANY SILVER DOLLARS, 


UONGRESS ASKED TO STOP COLNING DOLLARS 
. AND ISSUING SMALL BIELS, —* 
The monthly meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce at New York on Mare 6th was 
crow ‘ed, ames M. Brown’ presided. 
The followiny resolutions wera submitted 
by the Executive and Finance Committocs, 
jointly ; : . : 
Whereas, In the opinion of tho Chamber 
of Coumperon of tho State.of New York, it 
is desirahle that the metallic money of the 
United: States should consist. of gold and 
silver coin of interchangeable relative value, 


and that coinage should be ‘regulated in |: 


accordance with the needs af commerce and 
the convenience of the people ; and : 

Whereas, The amount of silver dollars 
now. accumulated in’ the . Government 
vanits is largely in excess of the wants of 
commerce, and whereas experience has 
demonstrated that this excess cannot be 
used a present as a circulating medium ;

Whereas, The continued coinage -of two 
millions. of dolla per mouth constitutes & 
graye alement of disturbance and dapger to 
the fusucial aud cominercial interests ‘of

Chamber the public gavd roquires that’ the 
coinage .of allver dollars should bo- im- 
modiately suapended by act of Congress, 
for a period of at least two years.
